PASSES AWAY 

PATIENT SUFFERER IS RELIEVED 

Appropriate Funeral Services Held at 
Congregational Church on 
Monday 

Slipping quietly away as if into a 
tired sleep Airs. James M. Campbell 
passed to the other world early on the 
evening of Good Friday, April 14. Her 
months of suffering, borne with a 
patient spirit which at times seemed 

almost more than human, lessened the 
shock when the final release came. 
Her frail body was more than matched 
by the triumphant faith with which 
•she faced the trials which all knew 
must be the last. 

Brief funeral services, peculiarly ap¬ 
propriate to the life whose close they 
marked, were held in the Congrega¬ 
tional Church Monday afternoon. Rev. 
Dr. William Horace Day was in 
charge. After the playing of a few 
familiar hymns by Miss Elsie Caskey 
Dr. Day read several appropriate pas¬ 
sages of scripture.

The masses of 
floral tributes mingled with the Easter 
decorations which had been retained ! n 
the church, and the whole atmosphere 
was >ne i*f the triumph of ,1.. Resur¬ 
rection rather than of death as com¬ 
monly regarded. 

Rev. Dr. Henry Kingman assisted 
Dr. Day in the services. At the re¬ 
quest of Airs. Campbell Airs. C. H. 
Baker sang the familiar hymn, "Jesus, 
Lover of Aly Soul,” accompanied by 
Aliss Hazel Hill. The pall bearers 
were Messrs. C. F. Gray, V. L. Gra¬ 
ham, E. N. ATead, Howard Hill, John 
Sinclair, Ralph Lord. Interment was 
in the Sierra Madre cemetery. 

Besides her husband, Mrs. Campbell 
is survived by two sons, J. Morrison 
Campbell of Chicago, and J. Theodore 
Campbell of Claremont, and a daugh¬ 
ter. Aliss Mae Campbell. Another 
daughter preceded her several years 
ago. Mrs. Campbell was a native of 
Dingwall, Scotland, and came to Amer¬ 
ica with Dr. Campbell in 1875.

In your account of the Board of i 
Trade meeting held last Monday even¬ 
ing. 1 note the report of the transpor- 
tution committee to the effect that the | 
Pacific Electric officials had promised ■ \ 
to restore the 5:30 p.m. car “when j 
the new time card is made up.” Such 
a promise was too indefinite to suit 
the long-suffering commuters who J 
have been affected by the recent j 
changes in schedule. 

When the writer, quitting work at 
5:30 p.m., reached home for supper 
at 7:45, after a trip on the 6:05 car 
Saturday. April 8th. he decided the j 
limit of human endurance had been! 
reached. So on Monday, he began to | 
get busy. Preparing a polite request j 
(petition, if you prefer) for the change 
of the 5:15 car back to its old time of 
5:30. he secured in two days the signa¬ 
tures of 54 commuters, and personally 
presented the communication at P. E. 
Lcadq alters on Wednesday, April 12. 
The next afternoon. District Superin¬ 
tendent Rowray telephoned him that 
the desired change had been made, to 
take effect the following day. Hence, | 
on Friday, April 14th. the 5:30 car 
made its appearance, just two days 
after our request had been presented. 

With no desire to discredit the ef- , 
forts of the Board of Trade, we will 
leave the public to answer the ques¬ 
tion: “Who actually obtained the 5:30

No one begrudges Mr. Stilson any ol 
the thanks of the community which 
j istly belong to him. If an opportun- 
ty were presented just now there is 
ittle room for doubt that the Board 
>f Trad, would take great pleasure in 
assing him a vote of thanks, together 
citli a full membership (the latter 
pon receipt of written application ac- 
;.i unpanied by the necessary mazuina). 
,Ie seems to be just the man the Board 
Trade lias been looking for in an 
Art to get occasional transportation 
troubles straightened out. The pity 
uf it is that he was not discovered or 
that he did not discover himself soon¬ 
er so that the vexations of the Dast 
months might have been obviated. 
But that need not prevent crowning 
him with proper glory at the present 
time.- 

Mr. Stilson’s letter only brings out 
more forcibly what every active mem- 
r of the Boa) of Trade already 
knew, namely tha.' commuters are bad¬ 
ly needed in the Boa d’s membership. 
From among the carloads of commut¬ 
ers who sleep in Sierra Madre the 


number who are members of the Board j 
of Trade reaches the grand total of thir¬ 
teen. which number may explain why 
the Board does not succeed in getting 
what the commuters want. But in 
view of the fact that not half the thir¬ 
teen attend the board meetings regu¬ 
larly some allowance should be made 
f.,r the fact that the Board is not al¬ 
ways in position to learn much con¬ 
cerning the unanimous desires of the , 
commutes regarding car service and | 
other things. 

Now any one who has attended the . 
Board meetings with his i ars open will 
t stify to a uranimo >s desire to give 
the commuters the preference in the 
arrangement of car schedules. Of 
course none of the “stay-ai-nomes” in 
the Board of Trade 'nave any business 
affairs of their own to take up their 
time, so there is really no reason why 
things shoo'd not run right if good in¬ 
tentions count. But no one knows 
1 , tter than the "stay-at-homes” who 
1 vo served on transportation com¬ 
mittees. that the invariable first reply 
t i a request concerning schedules Is: 
“How many commuters are there in 
your organization?” 

Now just think what the result 
would be with those 54 commuters on 
Mr. Stilson’s petition as members of 
the Board of Trade. Not only would 
it be easy for the Board to act with 
intelligence on problems concerning the 
commuters, but double weight and 
more would be given to any movement 
seeking better transportation condi¬ 
tions. 

The Board of Trade is not run for 
the benefit of the “stay-at-homes” but 
for the whole community, though the 
commuters as a class do not seem to 
realize their part in it. They get the 
benefit of anything the Board really 
accomplishes, and the Board is the 
“goat.” conversationally at least, when 
anything goes wrong even though it 
has had no part in the cause. This 
latest incident should demonstrate, if 
any proof were needed, the fact tha 
every commuter should be a member 
of the Board of Trade and contribute 
of his ability in solving common 
problems. Now let everybody grin 
and get busy'. Lest it slip your 
minds, the Board meets on the second 
Monday evening of each month in the 
City Hall.

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HOW TO CARE FOR SILVER. 

T»o Much Scouring Will Wear Out 
Plate and Means Needless Work. 

hile all home makers take genuine 
pride in the handsome appearance of 
their table silver, many find the care 
of it a burden and give themselves an 
unnecessary amount of labor over it. 
The weekly cleaning, which is a bug¬ 
bear to many housewives, is not only 
needless, but a real harm, since con¬ 
stant scouring will soon wear off sil¬ 
ver plate and has an appreciable ef¬ 
fect even upon solid silver. To avoid 
this it is hoped that the following 
hints may prove helpful to some house¬ 
keepers : 

Silver in daily use should be washed 
as soon as possible after leaving the 
table, following immediately after the 
glasses in the process of dishwashing. 
After a preliminary rinsing to remove 
loose food lay aside any stained pieces 
for future care and immerse the rest 
in a pan of clean, hot, soapy water. 
Wash such pieces as need it with a 
soft cloth and place them all in anoth¬ 
er pan of hot water to which a table¬ 
spoonful of ammonia and a dash of 
soap have been added. Wipe the 
pieces directly from this water with¬ 
out draining them. Plenty of dry, soft 
towels are required. Follow this by a 
rub with chamois skin or soft flannel, 
rubbing briskly, but not heavily 
enough to bend the handles. 

Take the stained pieces next. Egg 
stains are removed with wet salt, oth¬ 
ers with whiting moistened with alco¬ 
hol or ammonia. After all stains have 
been removed wash and polish pieces 
ns above. Two coarse, wide mouthed 
pitchers will he found a convenience 
in washing silver. Soap should never 
be rubbed directly on the silver, but a 
strong suds should be made with the 
soap shaker. This program may seem 
somewhat elaborate at first, but if per¬ 
sisted in it easily becomes a habit, and 


the result Is much more than worth 
the trouble. 

For the grand cleaning choose a 
j clear, dry day. Provide yourself with 
a convenient table covered with oil¬ 
cloth or papers. Have whiting, sifted 
three times, in a dish before you. a 
small bottle of alcohol, one of am¬ 
monia, a soft brush, flannel and cot¬ 
ton rags, chamois skin and plenty of 
tissue paper. 

Begin with the small pieces and sep¬ 
arate the sets. For the most part a 
rub with a cloth dipped first in alcohol, 
then in whiting, will be all that is need- 1 
ed to clean, but if the articles are 
■ much stained make a paste of the 
whiting and alcohol and apply thickly, ! 
allowing it to dry on. After this clean¬ 
ing rub all the articles first with old 1 
i flannel, then with chamois, using the i 
brush to remove the whiting from the 
ornamental work. In case there are 
obstinate stains which do not yield to 
this treatment a competent authority ; 
advises touching them with oxalic 
acid, washing it off immediately and I 
then rubbing again with the whiting 
and alcohol. Oxalic acid is a poison, 
and all due precautions must be ob¬ 
served in its use. If the spot looks 
dull after the acid has been used rub 
it hard with a flannel rag moistened 
with sweet oil and dry whiting. 

After everything is shining and clean 
all that which is not in daily use 
should be put away in canton flannel 
bags, each containing a small bit of 
camphor gum. It is an added pro- ; 
tection also if each piece is previously 
well wrapped in white tissue paper, i 
Paraffin paper is excellent for wrap- i 
ping, as it helps to exclude gas, which 
is the greatest household agent, either 
coal or illuminating gas, in tarnishing 
silver. 

This thorough cleaning should not 
have to be done oftener than one* or 

twice a year if the pieces to be put j 
away are properly protected and the | 


daily care outlined above is bestowed 
upon all the articles in daily use. 

How to Clean Bagdad Rugs. 

It is very difficult to wash a Bagdad 
couch cover or rug successfully. The 
colors are almost sure to run when 
treated in the ordinary way. Before 
beginning operations separate the 
strips. Then wash each one in a sep¬ 
arate water. Use white soap and luke¬ 
warm water to which a little salt has 
been added after a suds has been rais¬ 
ed by brisk stirring. Do not rub the 
strips on a washboard, but merely dip 
them into the water and stir them 
briskly, then quickly rinse them and 
hang them over a clotheshorse In the j 
kitchen away from the sunlight. Be 
careful when drying that the strips do 
not overlap. When almost dry press 
out the wrinkles with a hot iron. If 
the middle strips have become slightly 
worn exchange them with those on the 
outside when sewing the cover togeth¬ 
er again. 

How to Cook Pumpkin. 

The best way to cook a pumpkin is 
to set it in a tin and then place it di¬ 
rectly in the oven without any other 
preliminary treatment than a light 
washing with a wet vegetable brush. 
Bake it for an hour or more, according 
to the size of the pumpkin. When it 
is done open the steam end and re¬ 
move the seeds. The rind will peel off 
as though it were so much paper. As 
a time and trouble saver there is no 
better way to cook a pumpkin. 

How to Have Pins Handy. 

A pincushion on the wrist is a con¬ 
venience to the small dressmaker. It 
should be a small, soft cushion, at¬ 
tached to an elastic band just snug 
enough to wear on the left wrist. No 
stopping of work is then necessary to 
look for a pin.

The Board of Health of the City of 
Sierra Madre deems it necessary, ow¬

ORDINANCE NO. 141 
An Ordinance of the Board of Trus- 
tees of the City of Sierra Madre, Reg¬ 
ulating the Keeping of Animals for 
Hire upon Certain Streets of the City 
of Sierra Madre. 

The Board of Trustees of the City of 
Sierra Madre do ordain as follows: 

Section 1. It shall be unlawful for 
rhe owner >r person in charge of any 
horse, mule or burro used for the pur¬ 
pose of hire, to allow any such animal, 
while waiting for employment, to stand 
upon any street, lane, alley, park or 
other public place in the City of Sierra 
Madre, within the District hereinafter 
described, or upon those portions of 
streets, avenues and drives bounding 
the said district, unless such owner or 
person shall have first obtained a per¬ 
mit in writing therefor from the Board 
of Trustees of the City of Sierra Madre. 
iiie district above referred to is 
bounded as follows: 

Commencing at the junction of Cen¬ 
tral Avenue and Canon Avenue; thence 
north to Algeria Avenue; thence west

Section 3. Such permit shall con¬

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TAXATION OF LAND VALUES IN 
CANADA 

Portions of Special Correspondence 
From Edmonton, Published in the 
Toronto Daily Star 

Edmonton may be called the home 
of the Single Tax. Though the name 
of Edmonton has been on the map foi 
over a hundred years, the period of its 
larger growth may conveniently be 
dated from 1904, the year the city 
charter was granted. 

In the charter the principle of the 
Single Tax was adopted as the basis of 
assessment and taxation, that is, taxa¬ 
tion on land values only, with no tax 
on improvements; and this being now 
the sixth year of its operation, it is 
of interest to inquire how it works out. 
and how the people like it. 

The Single Tax idea was modified 
by the addition of business and income 
taxes, but the head of opinion here is 
towards taxation of land values pure 
and simple, and it is probable that ir 
a few years’ time the business and 
income taxes will be discarded. The 
people like the system, one hears no 
sentiment at all in favor of going back 
to assessment of building or improve¬ 
ment values. It is simple and easy of 
administration and equitable in results. 
It prevents, or at least tends to pre¬ 
vent. tlu> holding of land vacant for 
speculative purposes. Two pieces of 
land equally well located, one vacant, 
and the other with a million dollar 
building on it, would contribute, out¬ 
side of the business tax. exactly the 
same amount to the city funds, so tha: , 
one can see that the holding of land 
vacant or with cheap, light revenue 
producing buildings is not apt to be a 
profitable venture for any great length 
of time. ' >f course the recent rise la 
land values has been so rapid and so 
phenomenal in extent that so trillin' 


a thing, in comparison, as taxation has 
hardly been givtn a thought; but tax¬ 
ation necessarily keeps pace with rise 
in land values, and in the long run *t 
will not pay to hold on to unimproved 
town sites. 

outside the business center it costs 
no more taxation to carry improved, 
revenue-producing property than it 
does vacant land similarly situated, 
and that fact alone must in the long 
run result in a compact, well-built-up 
city, and it is as well a factor to be 
taken into consideration in the pur¬ 
chase of outlying lands in the corpora¬ 
tion. 

The corporation of Edmonton em¬ 
braces now about ten thousand acres. 
It has a total assessment of thirty 
millions and a tax rate this year of 
seventeen mills on the dollar. The 
general assessment is based on land 
value only, fixed by the assessor. He 
is guided in fixing this value by recent, 
sales, by his knowledge of the prop¬ 
erty, its location, etc., and in arrivii? 
at this he pays no attention to the 
character of the building or whether 
it has any building on it at all or not 

The satisfaction given by the sys¬ 
tem of taxation followed in Edmonton 
has induced other corporations to fid- 
low suit. 

Strathcona, the city across tha river, 
with 5.000 inhabitants, imbedded the 
system into its charter. This year 
that city has progressed so far to¬ 
wards the pure Single Tax as to cut 
ils business tax in half. 

The City of the Plains, Regina, in 
vestigated, and adopted the plan. 

The biggest city of the West the 
young giant of the coast, Vancouver, 
has gone the full length, and this year 
adopts the Single Tax pure am’ sim¬ 
ple. land values only, without business 
tax. The result there will be watched 
with the widest interest. It is the first 


to go the whole hog, and to go it on 
an extensive scale. 

Enquiries and delegations from many 
parts of Canada, and from many parts 
of the United States as well, have 
reached Edmonton on investigation 
bent, and the system may already be 
said to have obtained a solid foothold 
in the West. 

The simplicity anti ease of adminis- 1 
irat’on of the system is one of its] 
chief beauties. It Is much easier to 
compare and equivalate assessment of 
land than of buildings or personal 
property. There are practically no ap¬ 
peals made from assessed values as 
such. The whole business of the Court 
of Revision for the city is disposed of 
in a sitting of an hour or two dura¬ 
tion.
